Alfalfa in the Yakima Valley. 
Alfalfa was known more than 
two thousand years ago. The Greeks 
and Romans greatly appreciated its 
merits, and since that time it has in­ 
creased in value, until now, it is al­ 
most a necessity and is raised in 
every part of the world where it is 
possible for it to thrive. 
At the 
time of the Spanish conquest it was 
introduced into Mexico, thence into 
South America, Chili, and in 1854 
California and Washington made its 
acquaintance. 
The climate and soil in the Yakima 
valley, Washington, are especially 
adapted for the successful growing 
of this plant, closely allied to the 
clover family as it is, but serving as 
a finer fodder. 
One of the most at­ 
tractive features of the Yakima, 
from April to December, inclusive, 
is the beautiful, dark, rich green 
of the alfalfa fields. 
Five dollars an 
acre will usually cover the cost of 
seeding, while it is sold at $5.00 a 
ton for feed and $9.00 when baled, 
and as the atmosphere is so dry and 
warm, barns are unnecessary for 
storage. 
If, after each cutting, the fields 
arc irrigated, a crop of from two to 
three tons per acre may be harvest­ 
ed every six weeks during the sum­ 
mer.
